The Elba City Council was 
firm Monday night with repre- 


sentatives of Beaver Dam 
Apartments. Rainer Cotter, 
attorney for the | owners, 


addressed the council and con- 
tended Beaver Dam Street, off 
U_S_84 into the apartment com- 
plex was a City street. He pro- 
duced copies of letters from 
1982, when. the project was 
being designed, which indicated 
the city Was agreeing to accept 
the street if 1t was constructed to 
meet the city’s specifications. 
Neither he, nor:-city. officials; 
have been. able to find any 
paperwork confirming these 
specifications were met.or not 
met, There is reportedly ho ref- 
efence in He mintites of the city 
council showing the street was 


Mayor James Grimes said he 
had always been told by city 
employees and others that this 
was not a dedicated city street. 

Cotter said the company is on 
a close. deadline ‘with the 
Department. of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) on 
4 contract restructuring and 
need this matter cleared up this 
week. 

While he didn’t agree that this 
wasn'ta city street, he asked the 
council.to give him some guid- 
ance on what could be done to 
gel their restructuring work 
moving forward to meet the fed- 
eral deadlines. 

The council voted to autho- 
nze the city attorney to work out 
dn agreement with the company 
to allow them to proceed, This 
agreement would be limited to 
committing to accept the street 
when title to the land is con- 
firmed and the street brought up 
to minimum standards set for all 
new Elba ‘subdivision streets. 


Area Happenings 


Cotter indicated this agreement 
should allow the owners to meet 
their government deadlines. 

The council yoted to table 
action on the purchase of 
$55,694 of grass cutting equip- 
ment. The motivation for this 
purchase was the taking over of 
the maintenance responsibilities 
at Evergreen Cemetery. The 
Cemetery board has agreed to 
pay the city $20,000 a year for 
this work. 

Mayor James Grimes present- 
ed council members. with the 
three, year cost of leasing this 
equipment and noted a bank 
loan: at 4.25 percent would ‘be 
cheaper on the city. He based 
those numbers on paying’ the 


application through Homeland 
Security for seven new portable 
radios, like the group recently 
purchased for the department by 
the city council. 

Whitworth told the council 
that the new records manage- 
ment computers are being 
installed and this necessitated 
some expansion of the work- 
space used for computer work.

Flu Shots available at County Health Department 


County health departments: in 
Alabama will be: administering 
influenza’ vaccine in special 
clinics being held from October 
through the end of. influenza 
season in Alabamu. The month 
of October has been set aside for 
those at highest.risk for compli 
cations: from influenza to be 
vaccinated first. 

“Although the current 
influenza vaccine can contain 
one or. more of the antigens 
administered’ in preyious years, 
annual vaccination with the cur- 
rent vaccine is. necessary 
because immunity declines in 
the year following vaccination,” 
said Valerie Cochran, director of 
the Policy, Epidemiology and 
Education Branch of the 
Immunization Division, The 
components of the vaccine this 
year are A/Panama; A New 
Caledonia and B/Hong Kong: 

Even “though, the use of 
influenza yaccine has increased 
in Alabama. as well as the

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A LETTER TO THE CITIZENS OF ELBA 


Dear Fellow Citizens of Elba: 

As voters we will make a crucial decision Tuesday, November 5th that will 
determine the future of Elba City Schools and the economic progress of our city, 
the following is offered for your serious consideration: 


Earlier this year, the formation of a citizens’ committee to recommend additional 
sources of funding to support our city school system was prompted by a signifi- 
cant shortfall in state and local taxes. The shortfalls created a critical situation 
in which our:city school system itself is at stake. | 


After much study, it became evident that only three choices of revenue are capa- 
ble of producing the needed funds to maintain a city school system: 


1. RAISING PROPERTY TAXES 
2, RAISING LOCAL SALES TAXES 
3. TAX GENERATED BY: THE SALE OF BEER AND WINE 


We chose not to recommend a property tax increase for the following reasons: 
A. Elba property incurred serious devaluation after the 1990, 1994 and 1998 
floods. There was not reduction in real estate taxes after these eee 
events to our citizens. 

B. It would place an unfair burden on fixed j income property owners. 

C. There is already a move within the county and state to increase property 
taxes. 


We chose not to recommend an increase in city sales tax because: 

A. Elba sales tax is in line with other cities and increasing it would be counter- 
productive. 

B. To keep sales in Elba we must stay in line with surrounding communities to 


give an incentive to Shop in Elba. 


We chose to petition the City Council to place the WET/DRY issue on the ballot 
in November so the citizens of Elba could voice their opinion as to this option to 
help fund our schools. As a committee we believe this proposal is the fairest 
option available. If you don’t drink you pay no taxes. 


Let’s get real and straightforward as to why Elba should vote wet: 


1. ELBA IS NOT DRY. BEER AND WINE CONSUMPTION IS QUITE LEGAL 


IN OUR, TOWN. 
2. It 1s illegal to sell beer and wine without approval of the voters. 
3. We have watched for years, thousands of tax dollars leave our Community in 


‘beer and wine sales, creating a windfall of funding for schools and services in 


our neighboring towns. (Enterprise rectified this situation by vote of the people 
and none can argue that their schools and their city have not benefitted greatly. ) 
4. The loss of revenue places our city school system at a serious disadvantage. 


THE FEARS EXPRESSED BY OPPON ENTS TO THIS ISSUE SIMPLY HAVE 
NOT OCCURRED IN OTHER CITIES AND TOWNS: 


A. Many cities that have legalized the sale of beer and wine in recent years have 
reported a reduction in DUI and alcohol related accidents. 
B. There are no facts to support that the young people in Brantley, Luverne, 


Troy, Brundidge, Opp, Andalusia, Headland, Abbeville, Ozark, Daleville and
